Montreal 
Star, the largest and most influential 
newsi aper in Canada, devotes an en­ 
tire page to a denunciation of the pro­ 
posed reciprocity agreement between 
the United States and Canada and an 
appeal to Sir Wilfred Laurier to se 
cure the defeat of the agreement. 
The Star’s article, in substance, is as 
follows: 
“It is no more than the truth that 
none of us realized the inward mean­ 
ing of the shrewdly framed oner of 
the long headed American government 
when we first saw it. 
It was as cun­ 
ning a trap as was ever laid. 
The 
master bargainers at Washington have 
not lost their skill. 
“It was particularly well baited for 
men who have an honest, lifelong be­ 
lief that some sort of reciprocity be­ 
tween these two neighboring natio s 
ought to be mutually profitable. 
For 
generations this school of thought h: s 
accepted as a basic tenet that It would 
be a good thing for Canada to secure 
access to the American market for its 
food products, provided it did not pay 
too high a price for the privilege. 


Criticises Commissioners. 
“So naturally two good reciprocityri- 
ans like Messrs. Fielding and Pater­ 
son went to Washington with their 
minds concentrated on the price. That 
was all they were thinking about. 
They must not pay too much. Every­ 
thing they got would be clean gain. 
Uncle Sam would be sure not to give 
too much 
But he would be equally 
sure to ask too much. 
They must 
watch the Canadian end of the treaty; 
the American end would take care of 
Itself. 
“Messrs. Taft and Knox undoubted­ 
ly calculated on this Canadian atti­ 
tude of mind. 
They laid their plans 
accordingly. They knew that we were 
watching the hand that took and were 
not watching the hand that apparent­ 
ly gave. 
So they disarmed suspicion 
by ”ot betraying any great greed in 
‘taking,’ and then deftly secured the 
assent of our representatives to a 
‘gift’ of such farreaching effects that 
It engulfs our commercial independ­ 
ence and endangers our national ex­ 
istence'. 
“They presented us with a Trojan 
horse. There are moments in the life 
of every nation when it is more dan­ 
gerous to receive than to give. 
“We know now—what few of us 
realized at first—that such a ‘gift’ can 
only be accepted by the barter of our 
commercial and, ultimately, our po­ 
litical freedom. 


W ill Debase the Dominion. 
“If we turn the swollen stream of 
our food exports away from the west- 
east lines that carry it to the British 
market and send it along the north- 
south lines to the American market— 
or, rather, the American ‘middleman’ 
—^ e will utterly shatter the costly 
steel framework of this nation and 
debase the Dominion to a string of 
subject provinces serving 
the con­ 
venience of the nearest American cen­ 
ters. 
“The 
bridge’ over the wilderness 
north of Lake Superior will be broken. 
Confederation will be cut at a half 
dozen vltil points. 
The provinces by i 
the sea will be isolated, their indus­ 
trial future negatived, 
the arteries 
that lead to Old Canada will collapse 
through starvation and Americans will 
think of them chiefly as a collection of 
fishing villages. 
“Quebec will become the ‘backyard’ 
and lumber camp of New England. 
Our farm produce will give the New

of Kentucky and Austin of Tennessee. 
Now comes forward Senator Stone 
and Champ Clark of Missouri, who de­ 
clare openly that in supporting th o 1 
391 plan (he Republican leaders are 
conspiring to trail the pride of Mis­ 
souri in the dust. 
Mr. Stone has an­ 
nounced that if the house passes a 
bill providing for less than 433 mem- j 
hers, which latter would retain Mis­ 
souri’s representation of sixteen mem­ 
bers, instead of fourteen, as under the 
Campbell bill, he will prevent its pas­ 
sage in the senate.
